Birds are the most important natural 
check on tree-destroy ing rodents and 
are of great value in cutting down the 
numbers of an enormous variety of 
insect pests of woodlands. 
Indirect 
benefits come also through the pres­ 
ence of such game birds as the ruffled 
grouse, which attracts hunters and in­ 
creases the revenue of an entire neigh­ 
borhood, and through bird life in gen­ 
eral, which makes woodlands more at­ 
tractive for recreational purposes. 
Although the individual species of 
birds present in wood lots may differ 
according to climate and locality , very 
few birds are undesirable. 
The y el­ 
low-bellied sapsucker, however, is one 
of the few. 
It causes considerable 
damage to timber and should not be 
encouraged, 
A few kinds of 
h a w k s 
and occasionally screech-owls prey to 
an undesirable ex tent upon smaller 
birds that are beneficial because they 
eat insects. 
Such birds found 
ca us ing 
damage should be done away with 
promptly .

Feed the farm hen a ration that will 
make her work and then turn around 
and work some more is the 
s uggestion 
of O. N. Johnson, superintendent of 
the University 
of Wisconsin flocks. 
“The harder y ou make her work the 
harder she will work to produce. 
The university flock is fed two dis­ 
tinct rations. 
The scratch ration con­ 
sists of one part of wheat and two of 
cracked corn. 
Other feeds such as 
barley or oats may be substituted in 
place of wheat. 
The scratch feed is 
scattered to make the hens ex ercise. 
The second ration which is placed in 
the self-feeder consists of equal parts 
of beef scrap, bran gluten, rolled oats 
and cracked corn. 
About one pound 
of salt and charcoal is added to each j 
one hundred pounds of the mix ture. 
This is placed in a self feeder where 
lhe hens can get It whenever they are 
hungry 
or 
not looking for scratch 
feed. 
A light helping of scratch feed is 
given at noon to keep the hens at 
work. Green feed such us mangles or 
cabbage are tossed into coop at this 
lime to add variety to the hen’s diet. 
The evening feed should consist of 
shelled corn. 
Corn is a heating food 
that will keep the hens warm while 
getting ready to lay the nex t day s

EXTRA TROUSERS THAT 
SHOULD MAKE AN EXTRA OF 
1H1S VERY PAPER. 


It has taken three thousand y ears 
to develop 
the principle 
of modern 
crop rotation, and the beg inning s of 
that development can be traced clear 
back to Biblical times, a study recent 
ly made by W. W. W eir of the Bu­ 
reau of Soils, United States depart­ 
ment of ag riculture reveals. 
Three thousand y ears ag o cereals 
were the chief source of food, and it 
was natural to g row these crops on 
the same fields y ear after y ear. 
But 
the farmers of that period finally no­ 
ticed that 
the land 
was 
suffering . 
Resting 
the land and 
allowing the 
weeds to g row up, they found, seemed 
to help. 
The oldest record of such a 
practice Mr. Weir finds, is in the Mo­ 
saic laws (about 1400 B. C.), com­ 
manding the people, “ And six y ears 
thou sbalt sow thy land, and g ather 
in the fruits thereof; but the seventh 
thou shalt let it rest and lie still.” 
This first stag e in a crop rotation 
g ave way 
about 
29 B. C. to “bar 
fallow.” 
Farmers then, for instance, 
sowed 
a winter 
g rain 
like wheat, 
then a spring g rain like barley , then 
allowed the field to lie in “bare fal­ 
low.” 
More than 1000 y ears elapsed be­ 
fore the third stag e in rotation a r­ 
rived. 
Then, about 1000 A. D., Flem 
ish farm ers abolished “bare fallow” 
in favor of clover, g rown in rotation 
with hemp, turnips, and small g rains. 
This was a big step forward because 
it permitted keeping more livestock, 
and renewed as well 
as rested 
the 
land. 
The fourth stag e, 
adopted 
in the 
fields by Eng lish farm ers during the 
18 th century , wis the introduction of 
intertillag e. 
Nowaday s, 
it 
is cus­ 
tomary for farm ers to use a rotation 
of an intertilled crop, a small g rain 
crop and a g rass or leg uminous crop.
